Television Expected To Be 
Here W ithin Six Months 


“Residents of Bristol will be 
ing television by September or Oc­ 
tober" was the prediction of Harry 
B. Brown, merchandising manager of 
the Philco Radio Corp., when he ad­ 
dressed a joint meeting of the Rotary 
and Exchange clubs in the F lks’ home 
here last evening. The Exchange Club 
w as the host chil) last evening, with 
Dr. J. J. Willaman, club president, 
the chairman of the evening. 
In explaining his prediction, Brown 
said that the television sending sta­ 
tions that would serve Bristol this Fall 
would be located in Philadelphia. 
In 
his general topic of discussion, “Keep­ 
ing Up With The Public,” the speaker 
declared that the general public is al­ 
w ays four years ahead of the engin­ 
eers. and this has been the case with 
television, the public expecting tele­ 
vision as long as four years ago. 
“Television sets will be sold first in 
New York City in April,” Brown de­ 
clared. 
“Absolutely clear pictures w ill be 
guaranteed 
There will be no fading 
in reception either during the day or 
evening. 
The 
transmission 
will 
be 
effective up to IU railes. After inspec­ 
tion of individual reception locations, 
reception will be guaranteed up to 30 
miles. 
“At first, broadcasts will be made 
only a few hours each week. Plans at 
present call for films to constitute 60 
per cent of the broadcasts, with 30 per­ 
cent being devoted to peformance and 
20 percent to remote control broad­ 
casts. 
“It is estimated that it will cost 
$200,000 to build a sending station for 
television. But television will rapidly 
become popular just as radio did a few2 
years after it was introduced to the 
public. 
“And with the further development 
of television there will be three classes 
o f sta rs: motion picture stars, radio 
Btars, and television stars. 
In tele­ 
vision there will be no re-takes of a 
performance, as there is in the movies, 
and this will mean that an extrem ely 
high-type artist will be required.” 
Brown also told the group of some 
of his merchandising experiences over 
the past 20 years. A good attendance 
was present to hear the talk, and it 
was much enjoyed by the audience.

According to authoritative informa­ 
tion from an independent investigator 
recently in Djibuti, the town is sw arm ­ 
ing with French troops .there is great 
ictivity in the harbor, and a defensive 
enJ®y ‘ rsystem stretching from Djibuti to the 
Cornier is in process of preparation. 
New barracks have sprung up, a new 
military airdrome has been built, while 
huge tanks for fuel oil storage arc be­ 
ing constructed along the harbor front. 
Docks are being strengthened 
and 
extended to accommodate 
warships, 
while other harbor works have been 
taken in hand to bring the anchorage 
up-to-date from a naval point of view.

Use Razor Blade To Carve 
Many Models of Airplanes 


I i U LM EV I LI.E,

I O — T w o 
Hulmeville lads, 
through their 
all- 
bsorbing hobby, are learning 
much 
about aviation—the various types of 
planes, how they are constructed, the 
pylons used for air-races, etc. 
For Raymond Saenz, 13, and Louis 
Saenz, l l , hours at home just fly, for 
every minute they can spare is spent 
in carving from balsam wood aircraft 
models, pylons, and the like. And the 
surprising part i* that 
the carving 
instrument is nothing but a safety- 
razor blade. 
In some 
instances 
the 
complete 
ships, tiny models, are carved from a 
block of wood; while in other cases as 
with the larger craft some sections are 
raided, assembled, then the wings and 
fuselage made of paper. 
In one model of a pylon the blade 
has been used to outline the black 
and white blocks of the pylon sides, 
while atop it as if rounding the pylon 
there is set, in place a hand-carved 
clipper ship. The crafts are of vari­ 
ous types, high and low wing mono­ 
planes, bi-planes, amphibians, etc. 
The largest 
one which the Saenz

plans which they drew themselves, Is 
three feet from tip to tip, with a wing 
spread of about four feet.
